County crime 
rate climbs

While statewide statistics showed a 
slight in the number of crimes 
commit in 1995, local law 
enforcement agencies reported 
generally higher rates. 

“Crime in Illinois,’”” the annual report 
put out by the Illinois State Police, 
showed the overall crime rate in 
Madison County increased 4.9 percent 
from 1994 to 1995. 

Countywide, the report showed a 
total of 13,113 serious crimes — 
murder, criminal sexual assault, 
robbery, aggravated assault/battery, 
burglary, motor vehicle theft and arson 
—ad4l it increase over the 
12,501 crimes reported in 1994. 

The crime rate is measured in 
crimes per 100,000 people. 

The Madison County Sheriff's 
Department reported a crime rate of 
3,095.5, an increase of 41.2 percent over 
the 1994 rate of 2,192.7 in

One proposal would set the 
salaries of the auditor, circuit 
clerk, coroner and recorder of 
deeds at $62,000 for the fiscal 
year that begins Dec. 1 and 
provide for raises of 4 percent 
each of the following three 
fiscal years.

The increase — especially in sex crimes 
involving children — is so great that Churchich 
said he had to assign a detective to those cases 
almost full time.

Reports of serious crime 
were down by 1 percent over- 
all from 1994, and reports of 
violent crime were down 3.4 
percent throughout the state. 

The crime rate is measured 
two ways: the total number of 
offenses and the number of 
offenses per 100,000 people. 

‘The report details the crime 
rate three ways the total 
throughout the state, the Chi- 
cago totals and the downstate 
totals. 

‘The Chicago crime rate fell, 
but still remains about twice 
that of the rest of the state. 

The total crime rate was 
5,616.1 in 1995, down from 
5,671.5 in 1994. 

The downstate crime rate 
was 4,299.5, an increase of 1.5 
percent. In’ Chicago the crime 
rate fell 4.4 percent, to 9,963.4. 

“Phe general trend is 
encouraging,"’ Gainer said 
‘With the exception of 1994, 
when statewide crime reports 
increased a mere .8 percent 
(in the number of offenses 
reported), we have seen steady 
improvement in recent years. 

“Police chiefs and sheriffs 
across the state deserve to be 
commended for their aggres- 
sive enforcement and commu- 
nity-oriented policing, which 
are apparently producing posi- 
tive results,’’ Gainer said. 

For violent crime, the larg- 
est decrease was in the state's 
murder rate, which fell to 1,221 
from 1,383 in 1994, a decrease 
of 11.7 percent 

Both criminal sexual assault 
and robbery also decreased. 

Criminal sexual assaults fell 
to 7,238 from 7,610, or 4.9 per- 
cent, Robbery fell to 39,207 
from 43,085, or 9 percent 

In property crimes 
glary, theft, motor 
theft and arson — there was a 
decrease of .04 percent, to 
538,902 from 541,107 in 1994 

Burglary, motor vehicle theft 
and arson showed decreases of 
6.1 percent, 8:2 percent and 1 
percent, respectively.

“One factor which may help 
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to explain the decrease in 
crime overall is the marked 
increase in drug arrests,’’ 
Gainer said. ‘Statewide, law 
enforcement officers arrested 
more than 86,000 individuals on 
drug offenses, which repre- 
sents a 20 percent increase 
over 1994. 

“ A significant number of 
these individuals were likely 
committing other offenses 
before they were arrested for 
drug crimes,” he said.

“Laws are becoming stricter 
and more people are being 
convicted,”’ he said. 

Gainer said much needs to 
be done, especially in the 
areas of preventing theft and 
assault and battery. 

“But we, as a society, are 
making solid gains in reducing 
crime,” he said. ‘As Illinois 
communities continue to work 
with police in the prevention 
and reporting of criminal 
activity, this encouraging trend 
should continue.”’

The 15-year loan carries an initial interest rate of 6.5 percent 
and will be adjusted annually. The rate will be 1.75 percent 
below the prime rate as reported in the Wall Street Journal. The 
annual adjustment cannot exceed 3 percent annually, and the 
rate will have a cap of 12 percent. 

“There is a good possibility we won’t need all the money,” 
said Alderman John Hamm, chairman of the council’s Finance 
Committee. 

He said contractors have already finished repairing the build- 
ing’s roof, and last week the council awarded Limbaugh Con- 
struction Co. a contract to do renovation work to comply with 
the Americans With Disabilities act. 

The cost of that work is $122,572. _Most of that will be paid for 
with a $110,000 grant from Madison County Community Develop- 
ment. 

The grant was originally to be used to install an elevator at 
the present city hall, located at 1529 Third Street.

of tools are available. Fol- 
lowing are some of the 
reasons and methods for 
pruning. 


Prune to thin 

Thinning reduces the 
number of shoots and 
allows the remaining 
branches to develop fully. 
It allows light and air to 
penetrate into interior 
branches, This encourages 
vigorous new growth from 
the plant's crown. To thin 
plants, selectively remove 
entire stems or remove 
branches back to a branch 
point. Cut nearly flush 
with the main branch. 


Fruit thinning (reducing 
the number of developing 
fruits) and disbudding 

the removal of developing 
flower buds) are other 
examples of thinning. 
Instead of many small 
fruits or flowers, you'll get 
fewer, but larger ones. 


Prune for rejuvenation 

After several years, 
some shrubs become too 
large or have too much old 
wood that no longer puts 
out many leaves and 
flowers. To rejuvenate 
shrubs, cut off the oldest 
branches at ground level, 
leaving only young stems. 
We agree it sounds rather 
radical, but it's best in the 
long run. 


If the plant doesn't have 
very many young stems, 
you can still remove the 
old branches at ground 
level, but don't remove 
them all at once. Instead, 
remove only a third of the 
old growth each year fora 
period of three years. And, 
if necessary, remove a few 
younger stems to improve 
the plant's appearance. 
After the old growth is 
gone, you can thin or head 
back the new growth to 
maintain the desired 
shape and density. 
Caution: Rejuvenation 
pruning is a severe type of 
pruning, and not all plants 
will tolerate it. You can re- 
juvenate lilac, weigela, 
spirea, forsythia, honey- 
suckle and deciduous 
azalea.

Make the cut 
1/4" above the bud and 
sloping away from the bud 
at a 45° angle. If you make 
the cut too close or too far 
from the bud, the resulting 
stub will probably die and 
become a magnet for pest 
problems. 


Pinching is when you 
remove tender new growth 
with the thumb and fore- 
finger. Tip pruning is 
similar, but the wood is 
harder and you'll need to 
use a pruning shear. 


Tip pruning is used on 
shrubs such as azaleas 
and rhododendrons. Like 
pinching, tip pruning 
encourages more shoot 
growth, which leads to 
more flowers. 


Timing 

When you prune is just 
as important as how you 
do it. Pruning at the wrong 
time can promote 
unwelcome growth and 
prevent flowering or 
fruiting. When you prune 
flowering shrubs depends 
mainly on when the 
shrubs bloom, Plants that 
develop buds on the 
previous season's growth 
should be pruned after 
flowering. Plants that set 
buds and bloom on the 
current year's growth can 
be pruned before that new 
growth begins. 


Dead plant material can 
be pruned away any time.
